State Salt Dome Unsavory 
To Capital Office Park

The state-owned salt dome at 
Cherrywood Lane and Kenilworth 
Avenue spiced up discussion at 
the city council worksession held 
July 17 with representatives of 
Capital Office Park (COP). They 
are concerned about the negative 
image it portrays at the 
Cherrywood Lane gateway to the 
development. Council concurred 
and will place this item on the 
agenda for its legislative dinner 
meeting with state representa- 
tives; council will again ask that 
the dome be moved. 

Ivy Lane 

The other Kenilworth Avenue 
gateway, at Ivy Lane, is currently 
an undeveloped site. Council 
again expressed its desire to ob- 
tain this property from COP. 
Driving home _ the _ point, 
Councilmember Rodney Roberts 
reminded COP owner Richard 
Perkins and attorney Nancy 
Slepicka that selling this land to 
the city at a good price or donat- 
ing it to the city would allow the 
city to permit a higher density at 
other undeveloped sites within 
the office park. Although a few 
years ago a gas station was con- 
sidered at that corner site, it re- 
mains undeveloped. 

Mayor Judith Davis described 
the site as a gateway “and a

means of maintaining green space 
in an area with a lot of offices.” 
Perkins remained non-committal 
about the city’s desire to acquire 
the site, stating that he has in- 
quiries about it off and on and 
that he “understands the concept 
of a gateway.” 
Undeveloped Sites 

There are currently four unde- 
veloped sites within COP. In ad- 
dition to the small site at Ivy 
Lane noted above, there are three 
on Cherrywood Lane. One is 
across from the federal court- 
house but next to the salt dome. 
The other two are on the north 
side of Cherrywood Lane be- 
tween the courthouse and the 
Beltway. Perkins indicated he 
has had inquiries from at least 
three large corporations but that 
no agreements have _ been 
reached. He will not build on 
speculation. 

No specific figures were given 
for the vacancy rate at COP. 
GSA has vacated the lease for 
U.S. Department of Agriculture 
employees, moving them to the 
new USDA building’ on 
Sunnyside Avenue. Compaq 
Corporation has renewed its 
lease, the city was informed.

Repairs 


Threaten Old Holly Tree

Greenbelt, recently designated 
a Tree City, USA, will lose some 
of its trees, including a large, old 
American Holly tree, as a result 
of sewer and storm drain line re- 
pairs in the Greenbelt Homes, 
Inc. (GHI) community to begin on 
or about Monday, July 29. By a 
six-to-three vote at its July 18 
meeting, the GHI Board of Direc- 
tors rejected a proposal by a 
member’s son to try an alterna- 
tive method for replacing lateral 
lines for the two homes at 62 
Crescent Road that would have 
saved the holly tree. The board 
did agree to permit the alterna- 
tive work to be done if the mem- 
bers picked up the added expense 
for the work sought by GHI’s 
contractor, but it appears unlikely 
that this will happen. 

For some time, the homes in 
62 court, as well as other homes 
in GHI, have been plagued with 
sewer stoppages and deteriorat- 
ing pipes caused by tree roots. 
According to Ed Halley, Jr., after 
running a camera through the ex- 
isting lines to determine their 
condition, GHI scheduled the 
lines for replacement. (Halley is 
the son of Annie Halley, who is 
probably the oldest Greenbelt 
pioneer to live in the same home 
to which she first moved. She, 
her husband, and four-year-old 
“Eddie” moved into 62 Crescent 
on October 18. 1937. According 
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This American Holly tree is 
scheduled to be removed at 62 
court Crescent Road in order to 
replace sanitary sewer and 
storm drain house connection 
lines. 


to her recollections collected by 
Dorothy Lauber and published 
by the City of Greenbelt in the 
booklet "Looking Back" on the 
occasion of the city’s fiftieth an- 
niversary, the Halleys could have 
been one of the first 25 families 
to move into Greenbelt but de- 
layed doing so because they had 
just paid a month’s rent for their 
apartment in Washington.) 

When Halley, a civil engineer 
with extensive experience with

2001 Outstanding Citizen 
Herling Is Not Standing Still

No one expected 
Konrad Herling, last 
year’s Greenbelt 
Outstanding Citizen, 
to go into retire- 
ment once he won 
the city’s highest 
accolade. But 
could we have ex- 
pected such a set 
of new initiatives? 
Perhaps yes, if 
genes and nurtur- 
ing count. Kon- 
rad’s_ father, Al, 
Greenbelt’s Out- 
standing Citizen for 
1983, kept on con- 
tributing to the city’s cultural 
and intellectual life well into his 
80s. Though still decades 
younger, Konrad truly appears to 
carry on that legacy. 

At the top of his list of con- 
tributions to the community in 
which he has been involved in 
the last 11 months is the devel-

opment by _ the 
Community Rela- 
tions Advisory 
Board (CRAB) of a 
pledge for the com- 
munity. Formally 
adopted by the city 
council after it was 
presented at the 
October 13, 2001 
Chautauqua program 
held at Schrom Hills 
Park, the pledge 
was being devel- 
oped long before 
September 11. 
Should they con- 
tinue after that his- 
toric date — that was the ques- 
tion. The team, which also in- 
cluded members from Eleanor 
Roosevelt High School, decided 
that by making the city stronger, 
they would also strengthen the 
nation. Since its completion, the

Co. Exec. Candidates Vie 
For Support at Patuxent Rally

As soon as one drove into 
the parking lot at the Patuxent 
National Wildlife Center on July 
13, one knew there was going to 
be a full house. Seeing so many 
people so charged-up on a Satur- 
day before 8 a.m. and none of 
them bird watchers, was hard to 
believe. 

And bird watchers would, of 
course, be unlikely, as groups, to 
be wearing identical T-shirts. One 
contingent, in red, showed their 
bright color for Delegate Candi- 
date Bobby G. Henry; another 
group, in yellow, blossomed for 
County Executive Candidate Ma- 
jor Riddick. 

As advertised, State Senator 
Leo Green, host of the forum 
event, had refreshments ready — 
coffee and donuts. These were 
available in an anteroom near the 
auditorium, where people were 
greeting one another like long- 
lost buddies. 

It was a gathering for Demo- 
crats, and the Greenbelt Dems 
were well-represented. But it was 
also for all members of the gen- 
eral public who wanted to check 
out the credentials and the rheto- 
ric of all the candidates at one 
time in one room. As usual on 
such occasions, there was no 
dearth of officeholders — mayors 
and council members of several 
cities, state delegates, county 
council members and Democratic 


Central Committee candidates. 
And, as usual, the program be- 
gan with introductions of all 
these politicos. 

Presentations 

With Greenbelt’s Councilmem- 
ber Tom White keeping time, 
Green established the ground 
rules. Each candidate, in turn, 
would be given three minutes to 
address the group. Then Green 
would read written questions 
from the audience, to which all 
candidates could respond. 

Four of the candidates — 
Rushern Baker, Jim Estepp, Jack 
Johnson and Major Riddick — 
already are experienced office- 
holders. Baker, chair of the 
Prince George’s County delega- 
tion to the General Assembly, has 
served on both the Education 
and the Ways and Means com- 
mittees. Estepp headed the 
county Fire Department and for 
40 years in all has held other 
elective or administrative posts in 


the county. Johnson currently 
serves as Prince George’s 
County’s State’s Attorney. 


Riddick is chief of staff to Gover- 
nor Parris Glendening, a position 
he held earlier when Glendening 
was county executive. The fifth 
candidate, Anthony Muse, is pas- 
tor of a large church in Oxon 
Hill.

New Roundabout Planned 
For Hunting Ridge Traffic

The preliminary design for a 
roundabout at the entrance to 
Hunting Ridge and Hanover Park- 
way was presented at the July 8 
Greenbelt City Council meeting 
by planning director Celia Craze, 
director of Planning and Commu- 
nity Development. 

The purpose of the round- 
about is to create intersection 
control at Hunting Ridge, to slow 
traffic speeds on Hanover Park- 
way, and to create a pedestrian 
crossing and access to Schrom 
Hills Park. The proposed round- 
about is identical in dimension 
and in most of the design ele- 
ments to the roundabout already 
in place at Greenbelt Lake Village 
and the park. It is expected that 
the new roundabout will comple- 
ment the other, in terms of slow- 
ing traffic. 

The cost of the project is es- 
timated to be between $20,000 
and $30,000, depending on how 
much improvement needs to be 
done to the storm drain. 

This is the first project to be 
presented for construction in the 
Hanover Parkway Corridor Study 
and a $500,000 Greenbelt East 
Traffic Calming and Streetscape 
Improvement Project. Hunting 
Ridge residents have responded 
“very favorably” to the project 
and the design plan had been 
scheduled to be presented to the 
Greenbelt East Advisory Commit- 
tee on July 9. 

One feature of the design is 
the building of a platform at the 
location of the current north- 
bound bus stop, where people 
now have to stand on the road 
shoulder. The platform is neces- 
sary in creating a bus shelter 
with a protected bus landing. 
The same would be done on the 
southbound lane. 


Another detail planned is to 
extend the sidewalks to join exist- 
ing sidewalks in front of 
Greenbelt Lake Village and Green- 
way Village, thus making a pedes- 
trian connection between them. 

A pedestrian crossing at 
Schrom Hills Park is planned on 
the northside of the roundabout, 
which would join a series of 
steps and platforms leading up to 
the park and providing safe con- 
nection. 

Councilmember Alan Turnbull 
raised the issue of concrete ver- 
sus asphalt for the pathway 
along Hanover Parkway. He con- 
tended that the asphalt pathway 
is a “bad situation from a safety 
standpoint,” explaining that “as- 
phalt would present itself as a 
biking path” and that crossing at 
the roundabout would be “haz- 
ardous.” He added that with a 
sidewalk pathway, cyclists would 
“stop and be prudent” at the 
roundabout. Turnbull would like 
to seek input from bicyclists and 
perhaps the state’s Bicycle and 
Pedestrian Task Force and the 
State Highway Administration 
concerning an asphalt pathway. 

“TIT would hate to see con- 
crete,” commented Mayor Judith 
Davis. Craze remarked that the 
width and type of surface will be 
determined “down the road” and 
that there will be ample time to 
look at this portion of the project 
before the plan comes back to 
council for final approval. 

“The goal is to always have 
one project in study, one in de- 
sign and one in construction .. . 
so that there are no gaps, and 
residents will see steady improve- 
ments rather than large incremen- 
tal improvements,” Craze said. 
Council unanimously approved 
staff’s recommendations.

Ellen Edwards Linson 


Ellen Edwards Linson, 93, a 
former director of the Prince 
George’s County Recreation De- 
partment, died of natural causes 
on July 19, 2002, at the Collington 
Episcopal Life Care Community in 
Mitchellville. 

Mrs. Linson, a Prince George’s 
County resident for over 50 
years, was born and raised in 
Kansas and graduated from the 
College of Emporia, Kan. She 
later moved to New York City, 
where she became a member of 
the Consumer Cooperative 
League and was active in teach- 
ing recreation courses in work- 
shops and training schools in 
the East and Middle West. In 
1938, she married Paul J. Linson 
of Kingston, N.Y., who died in 
1953. 

The Linsons moved _ to 
Greenbelt in 1947. Mrs. Linson 
joined the Prince George’s County 
Recreation Department in 1950, 
became its director in 1952 and 
remained there until her retirement 
from the department in 1970. 

She was particularly con- 
cerned about recreational oppor- 
tunities for the handicapped and 
the underprivileged children of 
the county. She was the presi- 
dent of the Maryland Recreation 
and Parks Association in 1957-58. 
In 1977, the Prince George’s 


Calvert Road (now Paint Branch 
Parkway) Swimming Complex was 
named in her honor; she was 
also an honorary Life Member of 
the Maryland Recreation and 
Parks Association. 

Mrs. Linson was manager of 
the apartment complex for low-in- 
come senior citizens at 7700 
Owens Road for several years. 

Mrs. Linson was a member of 
the Democratic Women’s Club, 
the American Association of Uni- 
versity Women and the county’s 
Community Action Committee. 
She performed extensive volun- 
teer work with the American Red 
Cross, Meals on Wheels and the 
American Cancer Society. 

Mrs. Linson lived in Greenbelt 
and nearby Westchester Park un- 
til 1994, when she moved to 
Collington. She traveled exten- 
sively, with trips to Europe, Af- 
rica, New Zealand, Australia, Ja- 
pan and South America and was 
one of the first tourists allowed 
into China in the early 1980s. 
She spent many winters in Ha- 
wail with her two sisters. 

Survivors include her brother, 
William Edwards of Junction City, 
Kan., 12 nephews and nieces 
and numerous great and great- 
great nephews and nieces. 

A memorial service is being 
planned, probably in Greenbelt.

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Water Released 


To Potomac 

The Metropolitan Washington 
Council of Governments (COG) 
has confirmed that a modest wa- 
ter supply release was made July 
12 afternoon to the Potomac 
River from the Little Seneca Res- 
ervoir in Montgomery County. 
This release augmented natural 
river flow in the Potomac to en- 
sure that adequate water supplies 
are available to the Washington 
metropolitan region and to pro- 
vide sufficient water to meet en- 
vironmental flow requirements for 
the Potomac. 

The Interstate Commission on 
the Potomac River Basin per- 
formed the calculations resulting 
in the water supply release, 
which was made under existing 
agreements that guide both man- 
agement of the release of stored 
water for water supply and the 
method of sharing water among 
the metropolitan area’s major wa- 
ter utilities. This is the first time 
since 1999 that water supply re- 
leases have been made, reflecting 
the below-average rainfall condi- 
tions that have persisted since 
late summer 2001. 

COG emphasizes that while a 
water supply release has been 
made, there is no change to the 
drought “WATCH” condition first 
issued on February 20, and water 
supplies remain adequate. COG 
continues to emphasize the 1m- 
portance of practicing wise water 
use both outside and inside the 
home. Examples include watering 
lawns in early morning, cleaning 
driveways and sidewalks using 
brooms, running dishwashers and 
clothes washers only when full 
and turning off water when 
brushing teeth.

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Magnetic Levitation System 
Alternative Parallels Amtrak 


The Maryland Transit Admin- 
istration (MTA) of the Maryland 
Department of Transportation has 
completed a review of alternative 
alignments for the Baltimore- 
Washington Magnetic Levitation 
(Maglev) Project. Following the 
review, the MTA recommends 
that the Amtrak parallel alignment 
be retained for detailed study in 
an Environmental Impact State- 
ment (EIS) as the “build” alterna- 
tive. A “no-build” alternative will 
also be included. The I-95 paral- 
lel and the Baltimore-Washington 
Parkway parallel alignments, also 
considered, will not be studied 
further. This recommendation 1s 
subject to concurrence from vari- 
ous federal and natural resource 
and regulatory agencies. 

The MTA has studied three 
alternative alignments for Maglev 
in a 40-mile corridor from Balti- 
more to Washington with an in- 
termediate station at BWI Airport. 
Maglev uses non-contact electro- 
magnetic energy to lift, guide and 
propel the vehicle forward at 
speeds up to 240 miles per hour.

ment had unacceptable commu- 
nity impacts and significant engi- 
neering challenges. The disloca- 
tion and impact on minority and 
low-income communities is signifi- 
cant. It was also determined that 
the Baltimore-Washington Park- 
way parallel alternative has sig- 
nificant impacts on parkland, 
known historic sites, wetlands 
and rare and endangered species. 

The Amtrak parallel alignment 
appears to be a feasible and 
constructable alternative that sat- 
isfies the purpose and need of 
the project at this time. Fewer 
environmental impacts are identi- 
fied with this alignment. 

The next phase of the study 
is to undertake detailed examina- 
tion of the remaining alternative, 
the findings of which will be 
published in a Draft Environmen- 
tal Impact Statement. In addition, 
the no-build alternative is always 
carried forward into the next 
phase of analysis. The no-build 
alternative does not include addi- 
tional construction beyond 
projects in the regional long- 
range plan for transportation.

water and waste water system re- 
habilitation in the District of Co- 
lumbia and elsewhere, became 
aware that the sewer and storm 
drain house connection lines 
were to be replaced and that the 
large American Holly planted in 
the front yard between the two 
homes was to be removed, he 
began to look into alternative 
methods of doing the work so 
that the tree might be saved. AI- 
though Halley thinks a former 
neighbor to his family planted the 
tree, he cannot remember a time 
when it was not there. 

New Method 

In checking, Halley found a 
process often used in Europe 
that utilizes a piece of machinery 
to tunnel under the tree, breakup 
the existing pipe and enable a 
new vinyl pipe to be inserted 
through the tunnel. A vendor, I 
T Technologies, Inc. proposed to 
Halley that it would do a demon- 
stration of this equipment at the 
62 court without charge if the 
vendor would be permitted to 
have other contractors present to 
witness the demonstration. All 
that would be required of GHI or 
its contractor would be to dig 
pits at either end of the pipe, fur- 
nish the new pipe, connect it at 
both ends and refill the two 
holes. (According to Halley and 
GHI President Julia Eichorst, GHI 
staff advised that I T Technology 
also requested that GHI pay for 
the cost of shipping the machin- 
ery to Greenbelt.) 

Halley presented this proposal 
to GHI. Subsequently, GHI Gen- 
eral Manager Gretchen Overdurff 
advised Halley that GHI would 
not agree to the demonstration 


Funding for Blue 


Line Extension OK'd 


Senators Barbara A. Mikulski 
and Paul S. Sarbanes (D-MD) 
have announced the release of 
federal funding to extend a key 
Maryland commuter section of 
the Washington Metrorail System. 
This grant will provide 
$54,450,720 to complete a three- 
mile extension of the Blue Line 
Metrorail from the existing 
Addison Road Station to the 
Largo Town Center in Prince 
George’s County. Mikulski and 
Sarbanes fought to include this 
money in the FY02 Transportation 
Appropriations Bill as part of 
Maryland’s ongoing effort to pro- 
mote Smart Growth throughout 
the region. 

“This is great news for com- 
muters and visitors to the Wash- 
ington metropolitan area,” said 
Mikulski. “We must expand pub- 
lic transportation and provide an 
easy, Safe, and efficient way for 
workers and tourists to move 
throughout the region. By extend- 
ing the Blue Line from Addison 
to Largo we can help to reduce 
congestion on roads and offer a 
more convenient way to travel.” 

This funding will complete the 
final design, right-of-way acquisi- 
tion, and construction of the 3.1- 
mile extension in Prince George’s 
County. This will be the first ex- 
tension built beyond the original 
103-mile system, which has been 
under development since the 
1960s. After completion, the ex- 
tension will include two new sta- 
tions: Summerfield, located at the 
mid-point of the new section, 
and the final terminal at the 
Largo Town Center. 


because its contractor for doing 
the pipe replacement work at this 
and other locations wanted some 
$2,000 more to do the work re- 
quested by I T Technology than 
the $8,000 contract price. GHI’s 
contractor also refused to have 
any other contractors watch the 
demonstration. Nor would the 
contractor warranty the work to 
be done. 

Halley asked if he could ap- 
peal the decision to the board, 
and he was scheduled for the 
July 18 meeting. 

Board’s Decision 

According to Eichorst, 
Halley’s appeal was denied by a 
six-to-three vote of the board with 
all members being present. How- 
ever, the board did agree to per- 
mit the I T Technology demon- 
stration to take place if the 
homeowners paid the extra costs 
sought by GHI’s contractors. 
GHI would pay the freight to 
ship the equipment to Greenbelt, 
she said. Eichorst indicated that 
GHI’s contractor and other con- 
tractors did not own this type of 
equipment and, according to the 
GHI contractor, were not inter- 
ested in buying the equipment. 
Therefore, GHI could not rely on 
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employing a contractor to do 
similar work at other locations. 
She said that work at other 
homes is also to be done, that 
under this contract other yards 
would be disrupted and that at 
least one other tree would have 
to be removed. She also pointed 
out that GHI was a small com- 
pany and that it is limited in the 
contractors that will work for it. 
She was also concerned that GHI 
treated all of its members equally. 
“What if we do it here and not 
do it there?” she asked. 

“Making a decision like this 
can be very difficult,’ Eichorst 
said. “It was a very difficult 
vote for the board, but we are 
looking at companies that do not 
want to do it.” 

Halley, who is unfamiliar with 
Maryland contractors in this area, 
said that he did not know if 
there were or were not contrac- 
tors available to do this work, but 
that he was looking into it. He 
was aware of contractors having 
this type of equipment in Penn- 
sylvania and in Virginia and knew 
that the Washington Suburban 
Sanitary Commission was consid- 
ering acquiring this type of 
equipment. 


Streetscaping 

Traffic calming and landscap- 
ing for Cherrywood Lane were 
discussed. Currently medians are 
simply painted on the road. The 
city hopes to build permanent 
structured medians to slow traffic 
and improve landscaping. There 
most likely will be a round-about 
at Metro Drive. Councilmember 
Alan Turnbull, absent because of 
an illness in the family, had sent 
the message he hopes COP will 
work together with the city to im- 
prove streetscaping by donating 
funds. 

Perkins good-naturedly re- 
minded council that streetscaping 
“could be improved tremendously 
if you removed the salt dome.” 
Roberts wasted no time in re- 
minding Perkins that “the way 
you feel about the salt dome is 
the way we feel about a gas sta- 
tion at Ivy and Kenilworth.” 

COP has recently completed 
renovation landscaping within the 
park, which included replacing 
damaged Bradford pear trees with 
a different species of pear tree. 
The city will share their plan for 
the care for Bradford pear trees 
when it is finalized. It was dis- 
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covered that COP has been main- 
taining trees in the city right-of- 
way for which the city itself is 
responsible. 

Perkins expressed concern that 
he receives negative comments 
from tenants about the view of 
the city Public Works facility in 
the fall, when leaves are off the 
trees. The city will share with 
him their plans to renovate this 
facility when they are finalized. 
These include storing equipment 
in buildings and extensive use of 
landscaping. 

No decision has been made 
by the courts regarding the city’s 
suit to block construction of a 
new Beltway interchange at the 
Metro site. Perkins indicated his 
primary concern is that the traffic 
to be generated should be prop- 
erly handled. 

The confusing directional sign 
for the Marriott Hotel was dis- 
cussed. It appears to rest on 
property belonging to the State 
Highway Administration and inad- 
vertently directs vehicles into 
that facility. Slepicka promised to 
contact the owner of the Marriott 
about this matter.

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Audience Queries 

The first question read by 
Senator Green was open-ended: 
How could the county best use 
current surplus funds? Muse, to 
laughter from the audience, said 
we should first check whether or 
not there is a surplus. All the 
candidates stressed spending 
available funds to improve the 
schools, especially by decreasing 
class size, and emphasizing high- 
quality teaching and providing 
textbooks, supplies and equip- 
ment. 

Johnson also expressed a de- 
sire to keep the county fiscally 
strong to continue its sound 
bond ratings. Estepp felt eco- 
nomic development should in- 
crease, and noted that the qual- 
ity of residential development had 
improved. 

A second question, on public 
safety and crime prevention, 
prompted Johnson (who then left 
the meeting for a prior engage- 
ment) to stress the county’s need 
for additional firefighters. He 
also advocated more automation 
in police equipment. 

“Public safety is fundamental,” 
said Estepp, emphasizing the 
word “fundamental.” His claim 
that federal dollars would be 
available to upgrade the police 
department brought forth a round 
of applause. 

Further Development 

A new question asked the fo- 
rum participants to respond to 
the idea of further development 
in the county and to the possibil- 
ity of the proposed Maglev train 
to run between Washington and 
Baltimore. Estepp stated his 
strong opposition to the pro- 
posed Inter-County Connector. 
He also argued that the area of 
the county east of U.S. 301 
should be maintained as a pres- 
ervation area, in particular, the re- 
gion around Jug Bay. 

Baker, on the other hand, ad- 
vocated construction of the light 
rail Purple Line between Mont- 
gomery and Prince George’s 
Counties. He felt too much 
growth was occurring outside the 
Capital Beltway and that more re- 
vitalization should take place in- 
side that artery. 

Muse stressed that develop- 
ment should be “environmentally 
sensitive.” He also advocated 
the Purple Line and more support 
of car pooling and greater use of 
buses. Riddick said he did not 
support the Maglev. He advo- 
cated better development, espe- 
cially that which is pedestrian- 
friendly, around Metro centers, 
and mass transit solutions. He 
also stressed the need to pre- 
serve open spaces. 

Accomplishments 

The next question — What 
would you describe as your 
greatest and worst accomplish- 


ment — appeared embarrassing. 
Baker, who was the first to deal 
with it, was proud of his role in 
improving public education and 
deplored his own “impatience.” 
After that, all the other candi- 
dates ignored the second part of 
the question. 

Estepp was proud of his 
years of public service, in both 
legislative and administrative po- 
sitions, and of his role in serving 
people and saving lives. Muse 
reflected on his “public 
servanthood,” especially in his 
work with the foster children pro- 
gram. Riddick cited his work 
with the state’s Smart Growth 
program and in “helping children 
to succeed.” 

TRIM 

Another difficult issue was to 
define their positions on TRIM, 
the cap on raising taxes that was 
imposed by county voters who 
later affirmed their support by re- 
jecting a repeal referendum. 
Riddick replied that “it is nice to 
think we could work together.” 
He stressed the need for tax rev- 
enues to be directed to education 
and public safety. In other 
words, he seemed to duck the 
question, as did Muse, who ad- 
vocated looking for other funding 
sources. 

Estepp, on the other hand, 
was forthright. He felt that a 
line item veto should be neces- 
sary, while acknowledging that 
state law did not currently allow 
that possibility. At the same time 
he noted that Prince George’s 
County is taxed at the highest 
level in both the state and the 
Washington metropolitan area. 
“T’m not touching TRIM,” he 
concluded. 

Baker spoke to his role in the 
recent restructuring of the school 
board from an elected to an ap- 
pointed body. He believed that a 
deputy CEO within the county 
administration should have over- 
sight over education needs. Ac- 
knowledging the county’s “aggre- 
gate” high taxes, he thought 
TRIM has much to do with the 
county’s good bond rating. Rev- 
enues must be dedicated to edu- 
cation and to public safety, he 
said. 

Arts and Gambling 

The final two questions dealt 
with the role of the arts in the 
county for which all the candi- 
dates strongly supported contin- 
ued funding and gambling, which 
all were against. Estepp singled 
out the potential of the National 
Harbor development, which he 
claimed would result in $40 to 
$50 million in tax revenues. 
“Gambling at that site would de- 
stroy its character,” he said. 

Baker concurred. “No one’s 
for slots in Prince George’s 
County and in Maryland,” he 
said.

Sunbutter for People 
Allergic to Peanuts 


Children allergic to peanuts 
may soon have something to 
cheer about — a new sandwich 
spread in their school cafeterias 
that goes with jelly but isn’t pea- 
nut butter. 

The new product, Sunbutter, 
contains sunflower seeds as its 
main ingredient. It was devel- 
oped through an agreement be- 
tween the Agricultural Research 
Service (ARS) and Red River 
Commodities, Inc., a major sun- 
flower seed producer based in 
Fargo, N.D. 

The American Academy of AI- 
lergy, Asthma and Immunology 
estimates that three million Ameri- 
cans are allergic to peanuts and/ 
or tree nuts, with symptoms rang- 
ing from a mild case of hives to 
severe anaphylactic shock. Be- 
cause children make up a growing 
number of those allergic, some 
schools have opted not to allow 
peanut butter in their cafeterias. 

Sunflower seeds are a good 
source of protein, fiber, Vitamin E, 
zinc and iron. Although they are 
a popular peanut alternative, no 
company to date has ever suc- 
cessfully marketed a spreadable 
sunflower seed butter.

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Try Vinegar 
As Weed Killer 


Some home gardeners already 
use vinegar as a herbicide, and 
some garden stores sell vinegar 
pesticides. But no one has 
tested it scientifically until now. 

Scientists from the Agricultural 
Research Service (ARS), chief 
scientific research agency of the 
U. S. Department of Agriculture, 
offer the first scientific evidence 
that it may be a potent weed 
killer that is inexpensive and en- 
vironmentally safe. 

ARS researchers Jay 
Radhakrishnan, John R. Teasdale, 
and Ben Coffman in Beltsville 
tested vinegar on major weeds — 
common lamb’s quarters, giant 
foxtail, velvetleaf, smooth pig- 
weed and Canada thistle—in 
greenhouse and field studies. 

The researchers hand-sprayed 
the weeds with various solutions 
of vinegar, uniformly coating the 
leaves. They found that 5 and 10 
percent concentrations killed the 
weeds during their first two 
weeks of life. Older plants re- 
quired higher concentrations of 
vinegar to kill them. At the 
higher concentrations, vinegar 
had an 85 to 100 percent kill rate 
at all growth stages. A bottle of 
household vinegar is about a 5 
percent concentration. 

Canada thistle, one of the 
most tenacious weeds in the 
world, proved the most suscep- 
tible; the 5 percent concentration 
had a 100 percent kill rate of the 
perennial’s top growth. The 20 
percent concentration can do this 
in about two hours. 

The researchers use only vin- 
egar made from fruits or grains, 
to conform to organic farming 
standards. 
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WIGG Meeting 
Aired on Channel 4 


For the second time in its 
brief existence, the Women’s In- 
vestment Group of Greenbelt 
(WIGG) was featured on 
Washington’s Channel 4 (NBC- 
WRC) news. 

On Sunday, July 21, the 11 
p.m. broadcast showed the 
partnership’s monthly meeting, 
held that afternoon at the home 
of Senior Partner Bryna Anton in 
Bowie. Partners were seen dur- 
ing their monthly review of the 
portfolio. Financial Partner Pat 
Unger’s reading of the minutes 
including last month’s purchase 
of 50 shares of Target and com- 
ments by Anton and Mary Lou 
Williamson, the group’s assistant 
financial partner, were aired. 

In July 1997, during the 6 p.m. 
news, viewers saw a WIGG study 
session doing research, with ad- 
ditional footage from a group in- 
terview by anchor Susan Kidd. 
At that one and a half year mark, 
the portfolio consisted of three 
stocks. The recent filming was a 
five-year follow up and the port- 
folio now consists of 10 compa- 
nies. 

The Greenbelt club was 
formed in February 1996 with 
three goals — education, enjoy- 
ment, enrichment, in that order — 
and has met monthly for six and 
a half years, usually Sunday eve- 
nings at the Greenbelt police sta- 
tion. In addition to Anton, 
Willamson and Unger, current 
members are former Greenbelter 
Toni Bram, who serves as record- 
ing partner; Mary Geiger; Marcie 
Walder, junior partner; Micki 
Weidenfeld; and Pearl Siegel, 
who is Anton’s mother.

Men Must Register 
With SSS at Age 18 


Maryland is one of 25 states 
to enact legislation linking a 
man's application for a state 
driver's license or renewal to his 
legal and civic obligation to reg- 
ister with the Selective Service 
System (SSS). 

Men must be registered with 
the SSS before they can receive 
state or federal student loans and 
grants, training programs under- 
written by the U.S. Department of 
Labor, and federal jobs in the Ex- 
ecutive Branch of the U.S. Gov- 
ernment, including jobs with the 
U.S. Postal Service. Additionally, 
male immigrants who are in the 
U.S. when they are 18 through 25 
years old can be denied citizen- 
ship if they fail to register. 

While there is no draft today, 
registration has been ongoing 
since 1980 so America remains 
prepared to conduct a fair and 
equitable draft in a crisis, if 
needed. Virtually all young men 
living in the U.S. are required to 
register with SSS within 30 days 
of their 18th birthday. Although 
late registrations are accepted, a 
man cannot register once he 
reaches age 26. Failure to regis- 
ter is a felony.

Free Down Payment 
For Home Buyers 


For individuals or families who 
are considering the purchase of a 
home, help could be only a tele- 
phone call away. 

The Greater Washington Ur- 
ban League has initiated a new 
program to provide down pay- 
ment assistance and closing costs 
to low- and moderate-income indi- 
viduals for the purchase of a 
home. The gift loan can be up to 
five percent of the purchase price 
of the home and does not have 
to be repaid. Purchasers need 
not be first-time home buyers; 
moving to a larger residence is 
permissible. 

To qualify, buyers must be eli- 
gible for a qualified loan program 
that allows charitable organiza- 
tions to provide gift funds to- 
ward the buyer’s down payment. 
The gift funds are wired directly 
to the settlement agent on the 
day of the closing. Home buyers 
must agree to return any gift 
funds that are not used and re- 
turn all the gift funds if the sale 
does not close on the scheduled 
date. Buyers must also contract 
to purchase a home enrolled in 
the Urban League Home Assis- 
tance Program. Any and all 
qualified buyers may apply. 

The home must be purchased 
from a builder or seller who has 
enrolled in the program. The 
down payment comes from a pre- 
existing pool of money raised by 
the League. However, builders 
and sellers pay a small service 
fee to the League to participate.

Registration for students 
recently transferred into 
Prince George’s County must 
be done by August 6. The 
first day of school for Prince 
George’s County public 
school students is August 
26. 

For new students only, 
high school student registra- 
tion is ongoing through July 
30 and August 5 and 6 from 
8 a.m. to 3 p.m. Middle 
school registration’ for 
grades 7 and 8 will be held 
July 29 and 30 and August 5 
and 6, 8 a.m. to 3 p.m. Reg- 
istration for elementary 
school students grades kin- 
dergarten through 6 will be 
determined by the principal 
of each school. Parents are 
asked to contact the school 
for additional information. 

Parents need to provide 
student’s birth certificate, im- 
munization records, proof of 
residency and transcript re- 
port cards. 

Michael Dodson, director, 
Department of Transportation 


with the school system, indi-

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proved the computerized bus 
routing system, hired addi- 
tional bus drivers, and will 
have a telephone bank open 
in August to answer trans- 
portation concerns.”

Social Skills Taught 
Along with ABCs 

Greenbelt CARES and 
Springhill Lake Elementary School 
collaborated this past school year 
to teach fifth graders decision- 
making skills and help third grad- 
ers learn how to control their an- 
ger. 

The decision-making group al- 
lowed students to practice making 
decisions concerning “real life” 
issues in a small, non-threatening 
group. Counselors focused on 
assisting students in developing 
strategies to use in making re- 
sponsible personal, interpersonal, 
and academic decisions. Twenty- 
four fifth-grade students partici- 
pated in the group. 

By the end of the school year, 
students had learned that their 
decisions have consequences 
and affect others, and were more 
adept at imagining and analyzing 
alternatives. 

In the third-graders’ group, 
called the “I Care and We Can 
Get Along” group, counseling 
concentrated on strengthening 
students’ skills for appropriately 
managing anger and related emo- 
tions, heightening their awareness 
of their feelings, actions, and 
words, and helping them develop 
strategies for building relation- 
ships and for resolving conflicts 
through means that are not harm- 
ful to themselves or others. The 
41 students who attended the 
group can now apply anger man- 
agement strategies in their daily 
lives, having learned to employ 
compromise to resolve conflicts 
and get along with others.

pledge has been displayed at 
several community events. 
Changed Demographics 

Herling, for many years, has 
chaired the music committee for 
the Greenbelt Arts Center, in this 
capacity drawing on talent within 
the city as well as showcasing 
outside area performers. Now, 
recognizing the increasing ethnic 
diversity of the region, he has 
been reaching out to performers 
with non-Western traditions and 
to geographic sections of 
Greenbelt outside the city core. 

He commented on the strong 
East Asian population in parts of 
Greenbelt East. He also hopes to 
work with Brian Butler in the 
Springhill Lake community, who 
has provided leadership through 
the Recreation Department in or- 
ganizing cultural programs for 
teenage black youth. Herling 
aims to develop a music series 
that will engage that group. 

He also noted the increasing 
hispanic population of the city 
and hopes to develop a strong 
hispanic arts program of music, 
dance, and film, an initiative in 
which the city’s arts director, 
Nicole DeWald, is also interested. 
“We don’t realize the talent we 
have,” Herling says. 

Roosevelt Center 

How to improve the atmo- 
sphere in the Roosevelt Center is 
another Herling concern. By 
combining the resources of the 
New Deal Café, the Greenbelt 
Theater, the Recreation Depart- 
ment, and the Greenbelt Arts 
Council, Herling hopes to build 
greater citizen patronage of the 


Center, making it a positive place, 
especially for seniors, “to hang 
out in.” He considers the city’s 
recent hiring of a consulting firm 
to analyze the marketing potential 
of the Roosevelt Center a posi- 
tive step in this direction. 
Lions Club 

Currently membership chair of 
the Greenbelt Lions Club, an orga- 
nization which has always sup- 
ported programs for the blind and 
visually impaired, Herling is put- 
ting together a music program, 
scheduled for October 19, that will 
jointly benefit the National Eye 
Initiative and the Greenbelt Arts 
Center. He plans a program in- 
volving the popular guitar-flute 
duo Flutar, which has performed 
here previously to great acclaim, 
and a 13-year-old local pianist 
and member of the Greenbelt swim 
team, Zenas Chang. Chang is so 
talented that he is already a Uni- 
versity of Maryland sophomore. 

With the money _ raised 
through this enterprise, Herling 
hopes to contribute to a fund to 
purchase a special camera devel- 
oped for ophthalmological diag- 
nosis of eye problems in children 
from six months to 16 years that 
can be utilized throughout the 
Washington region. 

GATE 

Speaking of cameras, Herling, 
who was a founder of GATE 
(Greenbelt Access Television), 
says that the organization has re- 
cently acquired two new light- 
weight cameras of a kind used to 
record, from inside one of the 
collapsing World Trade Center 
buildings. The camera showed 
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what was happening as the cam- 
eraman himself dashed to safety. 
(He was involved in the second 
day of an enterprise to docu- 
ment the activities of a New York 
City fire department squad.) 

These are professional-quality 
cameras, Herling says, which 
should much improve GATE’s 
ability to record daily life and 
special events around Greenbelt. 

Personal Life 

As for what’s happening in his 
personal life, Herling says that 
now that his late mother’s estate 
has been settled, he plans to 1m- 
prove his Ridge Road house. (He 
lives one court away from the 
house in which he and his sisters 
grew up.) And he has been trav- 
eling for pleasure. This reporter 
caught up with him by long dis- 
tance in Rochester, N.Y., which is 
how our interview took place, 

This year, another name will 
be added to this distinguished 
roll of outstanding citizens and 
the list of accomplishments will 
grow even greater. 

As usual, the Outstanding 
Citizen Committee will have a dif- 
ficult job selecting just one per- 
son from the many nominated.
